11X. Qiunley Project Update 



The Confederate Submarine H,L. Hunley has revealed a wealth 
of artifacts and technological wonders. There are seven positions on 
the crank; each formed at 5 1 degrees from 
the next, forming almost a complete circle. 
The end of the crankshaft was recently 
excavated exposing a sprocket. This 
sprocket is connected by a chain to a smaller 
sprocket on the propeller shaft. Six inches 
behind the sprocket on the propeller shaft 
is a large counterweighted, four spoke 
flywheel. A brake lever, controlled by hand, 
is attached to the starboard bulkhead. When 
the brake lever was operated, it stopped the 
flywheel, allowing the propeller to be turned 
in the opposite direction. The small 
submarine was steered from the forward end 
of the compartment by Lt. Dixon with a joystick attached to rods 
under the crew bench, which turned the rudder. The crewman 
directly behind Lt. Dixon helped turn the crank as well as operate 
the forward ballast pump and air circulation bellows. He was 
dressed in a navy uniform and was approximately 1 9 years old. 

It is believed the eight crewmen vary from 1 9 to 44 years of 
age and appear to be of stocky build. The Federal ID tag found 
around the neck of crewman #8 continues to be a mystery. This man

appears to have been about 24 years old, 5" 10" tall, of stocky build 
and dressed in civilian clothing. Hopefully, DNA samples will 
determine if this man is Ezra Chamberlain of the 7 ,h Conn. 
Volunteers. 

Archeologists found a large number of artifacts in the crew 
compartment. Among the items found are; eight canteens, eight pairs 
of shoes, five pipes, two pencils, a large quantity of buttons, the blue 
signal lantern. Dixon's pocket watch, gold coin and compass. 

The Hunley has been slow to turn over her secrets to us. 
Archeologists have not located the 
missing piece of the forward viewing 
port and no clues have been found to 
indicate the cause of sinking. Stalactites 
in the crew compartment indicate the 
submarine filled with water over a long 
period of time. Damage to the hull 
appears to have occurred long after Feb. 
1 7, 1 864. Hopefully the elusive clue that 
will help us determine why the crew did 
not return home that cold night will be 
revealed in the near future.
